I, Sir John Douglas Sutherland Campbell, com- 
monly called the Marquis of Lorne, do swear that 
1 will de faithful and bear true allegiance to her 
Majesty Queen Victoria, and will defend her to the 
utmost of my power against all conspiracies and 
attempts whatever which shall be made against 
her person, Crown. or dignity; and I will use my 
utmost endeavors to disclose and make knowp to 
her Majesty, her heirs, and survivors, all treason 
and treacherous conspiracies which may 
be formed against her or them, and 
1 do faithfully promise te maintain, 
support, and defend, to the utmost of my power, 
the succession to the Crown, which succession, by 
an act entitled An act for the limitation of the 
Crown, and better securing of the rights and liber- 
ties of the subject,” is and stands limited to the 
Princess Sophia, Electress of Hanover, and the 
heirs of her body. being Protestants, hereby uat- 
terly renovecing and abjuring any obedience or 
allegiance unto any other person claiming or pre- 
tending a right to the Crown: of this realm; and I 
do declare that no foreigu Prince, person, prelate, 
State, or votentate hath, or ought to have, 
any jurisdicuon, power. superiority, or authority. 
gubernatorial or spiritual, within the realm, and I 
make this declaration upon the true faith of a 
Christian; so help me God. 

Having appended his signature, 

JUDGE RITCHIE 
addressed the Marquis of Lorne: 

You shall wel! and truly execute the office and 
trust of Governor-General of Canada and the ter- 
ritorles extending therein, and yppartially admia- 
ister justice therein; so help you God. 

You shall do your utmost endeavor that ali the 
clauses, matters, and things contained in the several 
acts of Parliament herctofore passed, and now in 
force, relating to trade and her Majesty's colonies 
and plantations be punctually,j and bona fide pre- 
served, according to the true interest and mean- 
ing thereof; so help you 
"Fon shall well and truly execute the office of 
Keeper of the Great Seai of her Majesty's Domin- 
jon of Canada, according to the best of your 
knowledge and ability; so help you God. 

While the sivat was being signed by the 
Judge, the Governor-General handed the great 
seal of the Dominion to the Secretary of State, 
the honorable Senator Aikens, saying: “I 
hereby give into your bands the great seal of 
the Dominion for safe keeping.“ Simultane- 
ously with the announcement the Govervor- 
General’s flag was hoisted over the Admiraity 
House. The belis of the city churches rang out 
a merry peal, and a salute of seventeen guns 
was fired from the war-ships and forte, pro- 
claiming the fact that the ceremonies connected 
with the swearing in of our new Governor-Gen- 
eral were completed.

Further Testimony Showing Where Much 
of It Went—The Case Embeilished by a 
Street Knock-Dowa.

whisky case to-day the cross-examination of J. 


examination was spent on the details of the 
drinking in the Collector’s office. About half 
an hour was spent in finding out whether Whit- 
ing's campaigo commenced before or after his 
nomination, and much more time was spent in 
finding out whether most of those who drank 
the Cunningham whisky drank it for campaign 
purposes, and whether they received any whisky 
for electioneering. He was asked whether the 
religious brother-in-law, Mr. Kirkbride, had 
drank more than once, and if that once 
was not at a time when he was sick, and thought 
of going bome. Todd replied that he did not 
know how sick he was, as he had drank a good 
many times, and that he did not know but:what 
the entire clerical force was sick. 

Todd was cool and unmoved all through the 
tiresome repetition of question after questidn. 
He named other parties who drank there. He 
named two prominent Democrats who had 
drank of Mr. Cunningham’s whisk y,—Messrs. 
Humphrey and Stuber, of Chillicothe,—and 
would give them other names. He said 
that soon after he went into the office 
under Whiting that he (Whiting) was talked of 
for Congress. It continued to be the chief topic 
of conversation ia the office, and with those who 
came there until after his nomination and elec- 
tion. He did not pretend to say that the Cun- 
ningham whisky was all drank between Whit- 
ing’s nomination and election, but it was drank 
during what he considered to be the campaign. 
It was necessary to have the delegates all right. 

He was asked if the whisky would have been 
drank just the same if there had been 
no campaign. He said while the Wis- 
ky would undoubtedly have been drank, 
there would not have been such a wholesale 
slaughter of it in so short a time if there bad 
been no politics mixed with it. 

Concerning the Cunningham whisky, it was 
coucidered by those who drank it to be the best 
that came to the office. 

The defense requested Mr. Na to allow them 
to suspend Mr. Todd’s testimony, and put two 
bosom friends of Mr. Whiting’s on the stand, 
Messrs. Van Arsdale and Gordon, as these gen- 
tlemen lived in the country and bad to leave 
town before dark. 

Mr. Van Arsdale testified that he had 
been in the Collector’s oflice several times 
during the campaign, but he could not recol- 
lect that he ever drank any whisky there. On 
his cross- examination dy Mr. Ela he said that 
he went to the Coilector’s office to sell some 
pigs to Mr. Kirkbride. He remembered going 
to the Collector's office to receive his pay for 
the pigs. He was uncertain as to the year, but 
drank no whisky there. He could not remem- 
ber of seeing any one else there but 
the religious brother-in-law. He finally swore 
that he could remember nothing sure, only 
that he sold his pigs and got his pay. 
He begame completely bewildered, and could 
scarcely utter a word, and those who heard the 
testimony and knew the connection between the 
| witness and Whiting; consider it would have 
been far better for the defense if his testimony 
had been omitted. He admitted that he was a 
political friend of Whiting’s and that he was a 
drinking-man. He electioneered for Whiting, 
and had been in the Collector's office fifteen or 
twenty times during two years, and nearly that 
many times during that campaign. 

Mr. Gordon was then put onthe stand. He 
acknowledged that be was at the VCollect- 
or’s Olllce, 
went there sign a 
a Government appointee, but said that he drank 
no whisky there. On nis cross-examination Mr. 
Ela made it plain to be seen that he had been 
interviewed by the dgfense. He testified that 
he could not say Who was in the Collector's 
office at the time he went there to sign the bond. 
Neither could he tell when he was there; said 
he was obliged to go there scverai times before 
the bond was got in pruper condition for his 
signature, but he mixed all tbree of 
the times together. He had a treach- 
erous memory. He could remember 
nothing. He could not even recollect 
where any man stood or sat. H could not even 
tell who banded him the bond to sign, or where- 
abouts in the office he stood at any time. He 
further testified that he could not recollect 
anything that was done or any word that was 

u during any of the times he was there. 

Mr. Ela then asked him why he had come 
upon the stand, and swore positively in his 
direct examination that he drank no whisky in 
the Collector’s office, when be now ad- 
mitted that he did not recollect a thing 
that was done, or a word that was 
said, or thing that was seen. The witness re- 
fused to answer for some time, and finaily said 
that he knew be drapk no whisky, because he 
didn’t drink any. He afterwards admitted that 
he had drank whisky with some of the parties 
who occupied the He further admitted 
that he had been to Hotehkiss’ store drinking 
whisky during the last two days. He also ad- 
mitted that be had a conversation with Hotch- 
kiss last week about whether be had eyer drank 
avy whisky in the Collector's ottice, but denied 
that he had any conversation with Whiting on 
the subject, and in less toan ten minutes admit- 
ted that he talked with Whiting on the subject 
only a day or so ago. 

It is the opinion of those who beard the testi- 
mouv of Van Arsdale and Gordon that they did 
the deteuse more damage than could ever be 
remedied. Those among Whiting’s former po- 
litical friends say that it would have been far 
better for him to have paid Cunningham for 
the stolen whisky, and saved the Collector's 
office the disgrace that has been brought upon 
it d this expose. a 

This evening Todd was accosted on the street 
by a former Government Storekeeper named 
McDermott, under Whiting, when hot words 
ensued and resulted in Todd knocking bis as- 
sailant down. It is vaguely hinted that this was 
a fixed-up matter to get Todd into the cala- 
boose and fined. He was arrested aud released 
on his own recognizance to appear at the Police 
Court when wanted. ~

Tue Third District returns were opened, 
but the canvass waited upon objections 
fled in behalf of Donnelly. Some 
of his objections are to canvassing the 
supplementary returns made to supply the 
omission of the vote for Congress on biank re- 
turns furnished to precinct officers. Others are 
based on the allegation that certain counties 
are not legally organized, and otbers were sub- 
ject to informalities in the county canvasses and 
returns. If all the objections were ruled to be 
valid Washburn would still have a majority, un- 
less, after throwing out the six counties object- 
ed to, Donnelly could obtain the counting of 
several hundred majority said to be cast 
for him in precincts which made no 
return of votes on Conyressman; but 
the Constitution of the State authorizes 
the Recanvassing Board to overlook ail in- 
formatities and do substantial justice to the 
voter roe to the returns received, so that 
the Board will undoubtedly overrule ali objec- 
tions to the returns. 
The argument is proceeding this evening. 
Donneliv is represented by John M. Gilman, 
and Washburn by ex Judge Flandrau. 
MR. GILMAN, 
in arcuing for Donnelly, holds that the 
State Canvassers, being a ministerial Body, 
could not act upon the objections 
based upon illegal voting, or other 
matters of which the courte or Congress might 
take judicial cognizance, but that it is their duty 
to ascertain and know whether the turus 
placed before them are from the organized 
counties of the Third District; that the dues- 
tion of the legal right of the counties named to 
make return of the votes for Congressman is as 
properly a question for this Board to decide 
as would be the question whether it 
would ¢anvass the returus from Da- 
kota or Wisconsin. Judge Flandrau replied. 
It is contended, however, that the Board must 
conclude its canvass to-night, although the 
statute only requires that the returns should be 
opened , and that the Board should fort n- 
with proceed to canvass the returns and decide 
the results. Noapprehension need be enter-

An Ineident of the Late Unpleasantness.”’ 
—Mighty Threats Made, but No Blood 
Shed. 

Correspon pondence Cincinnati Times. 

CoLumbus, O., Nov. 20.—While attending the 
opening lectute of the new Columbus Art Asso- 
ciation last night, the seat immediately in front 
of our party was octupled by one of Ohio's large 
family of favorite sone,” Senator Allen G. 
Thurman. 

Preceding the lecture the Senator divided his 
time pretty evenly id conversation with bis 
bright-eyed, dark-hbeired daughter-in-law, a 
former well-known Baltimore society lady, and 
a vivacious blonde, who showered her witticisms 
upon his devoted head and over his ever-present 
souff-box. : 

As Mr. Thurman set there bandving words 
with one, and giving humor for humor to the 
other, I could not but contrast his appearance 
then with what it was durivg a notable interview 
which took place during the War, and of which 
the writer was an interested spectator. 

During the War the Governor of Ohio bad far 
more labor to perform than ts required under 
the peace regime—to sign his name to official 
papers and examine applications for pardon. te 
was the(Commander-in-Chief of all the regiments 
in process of organization; the man who ex er- 
cised @ supervision over military camps and 4 
host of subordinates, and, in a word, was the 
Governor and director of a great and busy State. 

So great was the pressure upon him that it 
bad been found necessary not only to have @ 
tixed time for callers, but to place an ollicer at 
the door to prevent visitors from 1 
— bis time outside of certain prescribe 

ours. 

One dreary fall day, just about noon, Gov, 
Tod. one of Ohio’s ‘famous War Governors, sat 
at his desk busy with his task of writing u 
bis diary, which, by the way, he kept with grea 
care during his entire life. The clerks 
were all absent at dinner, except the 
writer, who was then junior clerk of the 
Executive office. For a little time the 
silence was only: broken by the scratching of the 
quill pen in the hands of his Exceliency. Theo 
there came a heavy tread on the marble floors of 
the hall, and then the sound of conversation be- 
tween the guard at the door and some person 
evidently laboring under great excitement. 

The visitor insisted on belug admitted, while 
the guard, with equal determination in his 
tones, declared it was not office hours, and the 
Governor could not be seen. | 

After further wrangling, the occupants of the 
office heard with great distinctness the words, 
„Fell the Governor Judge Thurman is here 
and must see him on very particular business.’ 

Shutting up his book with a sort of resigned 
air, the Governor walked to the doorand re- 
quested the irate visitor to enter. 

Mr. Thurman then dashed in, his face pale 
+ with rave and his fists tightly clenched. Refus- 
ing the request to be seated, he electrified the 
spectators by exclaiming in loud tones, By 
G—d, Governor, I come to demand the dismis- 
sal of a d- d scoundrel, sir.“ 

“ Why, Judge, remarked the Governor, ut- 
terly at a loss to understand this wonderful ex- 
hibition of passion in @ man like Thurman, 
‘what's the matter!“ 

„Matter enough, sir,” roared the Judge, 
„matter enough. My wife has been grossly in- 
sulted by a d—d scoundrel, sir, and no man 
shall insult my wile and live.“ 

As this was bardly an answer to the query, 
the Governor snapped out: Thurman, don’t 
make ad—n fool of yourself, but sit down like 
a sensible man and tell me all about it.” But 
this was not as ice on the irate visitor’s wounds, 
and he continued waiking up and down the 
room, Wringivg his hands and gritting his teeth 
With rage. it was uselessto attempt to caim 
the man by words, and the Governor was 
forced to get his story by piecemeal and lib- 
erally interlarded with most forcible expres- 
Slons. 

After extractipg the chaff, it was found that 
some hours before Mrs. Thurman had driven to 
Camp Chase with a goodly lot of delicacies for 
some of the Rebel prisoners then confined in 
such numbers there. Upou reaching the camp 
she had directed her driver to proceed at once 
to Prison No. 3, where. her triends were incar- 
cerated. Owing to the escape of a prisoner a 
short time before, new orders bad been issued 
which required that all persons desiring to visit 
prisovers must first call. at the commandant’s 
quarters, then presided ever by Col. Granville 
Moody, well known as the fighting parson.” 

From ignorance of the new order, or what not, 
Mrs. Thurman had neglected to preseut her cre- 
dentials to Col. Moody. When her carriage 
drove by, the Colonel suid it was headed in the 
direction of the prison, and, recognizing Mrs. 
Thurman as the occupant, he supposed she in- 
tended to defy his authority, and so had refused 
to stop at headquarters. Bareheaded ana with 
coat unbuttoned, be dashed out of his quarters, 
and after the carriage, and witb loud cries called 
upon the driver to alt, to which the driver gave 
no heed. 

In a foot race a true built, well-kept horse 
must always bave odds over a fat Colonel, aud 
hence the carriage party arrived first at the front 
gate. As soon as the carriage stopped here, 
Mrs. Thurman stepped out, and, with her parcels 
in her arms, approached the sentinel and, pre- 
sensing ber pass from Gov. Tod, demanded ad- 
mission. While the sentinel was reading the 
pass, Col, Moody, quite warm and blown by bis 
unusual exercise, came up and in no gentile 
tones called out: Guard, don’t let that womaa 
in there!“ 

In an instant the little bodv of Mrs. Thurman 
was faced about, and, iu tones showing rage and 
a Virginia accent, she demanded to know by 
what right the speaker refused her admittance 
to the prison. 

„By my right, madam, as commander of the 
camp,’’ replied Col. Moody. 

“Bat 1 have a pass from Gov. Tod, your 
superior, sir; and as long as he says | may visit 
tte prison, I propose to do so, without asking 
you, sir!“ responded the now thoroughiy au- 
gered lady.

other man’s pass to-day, madam. You can’t go 
into the prison, and the soover you leave the 
camp the better it will be for us all. I do not 
want to quarrel with you, but you cannot go 
into the prison; and that settles it!“ declared 
the irate Colonel. 5 

Mrs. Thurman, no doubt, revlied in a similar 
spirit, and, according te Mr. Ihurman's account, 
Moody itftimated that as a prisoner bad lately 
escaped on à pass to which Gov. Todd’s name 
had been forged, he was not quite sure that the 
pass presented by Mrs. Tnurman was not of a 
similar character. 

Moody then read Mrs. Thurman a lecture. 
the point of which was that it would look much 
better for a Northeru woman to pay more tre- 

uent Visits to the Camp Hospital. then full of 
sick and wounded Union soldiers, than to re- 
serve al) her favors for the Rebel prisouers. 

Mrs. Thurman came home in a rage, and told 
her story to her husband, and he had construed 
it into an insult of the gravest character. After 
completing the story of her wrongs, Mr. Thur- 
mun kept up his pace, and finally blurted out: 
n have bis heart's blood. I swear I will. 
No man shall talk to my wife as that man did 
and live. I won't stand it.” 

The only effect this storm bad on Gov. Tod 
was to disgust him, and he was not disposed to 
tolerate it any longer. With a decided tone, 
such as he knew so well how to adopt, he re- 
marked: 

Here, Thurman, you bave had your say, now 
suppose you stop your d—d crazy action and let 
me talk.“ 

No,“ remarked the Governor, “you say

THE NINETY-SIXTH 


Fifteen years wgo yesterday Hooker's division 
of the Federal army stormed the defenses of Look- 
out Mountain, and, after a hot contest, planted 
the Stars and Stripes on the battlements of this 
Confederate stronghold. Among the regiments 
which participated in the attack and rejoiced in 


the victory won was the Ninety-siath Llinois, 


under the command of Col. Thomas E. Champion, 
who died subsequent to thé close of the War, and 
while serving as Mayor of Knoxville, Tenn. The 
anniversary of thie memorable victory was cele- 
brated by the few survivors of the Ninety-sixth in 
an appropriate maoner yesterday. closing the day's 
festivities with a reunion last evening at the resi- 
dence of Gen. J. C. Smith (State Treasurer-elect), 
corner Of Sangamon and West Van Buren streets. 
The parlors were filled with those who had marched 
shoulder to shoulder in the cause of liberty and 
Union, and the evening was passed in the recount- 
ing of personal experiences, singing songs, etc., 
until a late hour, when they were summoned to a 
re past of coffee and hard-tack, served in the most 
primitive stple, and reminding the boys of the 
days when they ate their ‘* rations on the — | 
or at the bivouwac. The regiment was recruite 
from Jo Daviess and Lake Counties, was organized 
at Rockford, and mustered into service on the 5th 
of September, 1802, under the following regi- 
mental officers: T. E. Champion, Colonel; J. L. 
Clark. Lieutenant-Colonel: J. C. Smith, Major; 
and E. A. Blodgett, Adjutant. In October fol- 
lowing the regiment was ordered te Cincinnati to 
assist in repelling che advance of Bragg, and after 
rticipating in the defense of that city 
oined the army of occupation in Kentucky. 
in 1863 it marched to Tennessee, where it was in- 
corporated into the Army of the Cumberland, and 
Was attached tothe Fourth Army Corps, serving 
with distinction inthe battlesof Chickamanga, 
where it lost 220 men, Rockyface, Resaca, Kene- 
saw Mountain, and other historic engagements, 
under Hooker, Rosecrans, Steedman, Baird, Stan- 
ley, ana Kimball. After the battle of Lookout 
Mountain the command formed a portion of the 
advance into East Tennessee, was in the action at 
Buzzard’s Roost. and made a most brilliant record 
at the repulse of Hood before Nashville.

Paper by Prof Haskins. 

At a meeting of the Chicago Electrical Society 
yesterday evening. Prof. C. H. Haskins gave a lect- 
ure detailing some of his telegraphic experiences 
in Europe, and pointing Out the differences be- 
tween the systems in use thete and im this country. 

All the telegraphs in Europe, he said, were un- 
der Government control, 
hands of the Government being thé English lines. 
Their construction varied much from that of the 
lines of this country. In many of the large cities 


— Liverpool, Manchester, London, and others—the 
lines tan under ground. They were bunched to- 
gether loovely and carried in tubes in the streets, 
just outside of the curb-stone. In Paris the wires 
were genorally carried through the sewers, joope 
to the arches. In Venice and other Italian cities, 
‘they built brackets out from the fronts of the 
houses, and the wires were strang along them, and 
in Venice the wires co be seen on the canals 
hung across and Fricochetting im all directions. Ia

M. Thiers, who replaced M. Favre in the Ger- 
mau camp, Was likewise vot a diplomatist after 
the Chanceilor’s heart: 

Heis a clever, attractive gentlemaa, witty, 
spirited, intellectual, but without talent for 
diplomacy. He is far too sentimental for the 
profession. Though more manly and diguided 
than M. Favre, he is altogether unfit for the 
trade. He came to me as a negotiator when he 
had not gumption enough for a borse-dealer. 
He is easily staggered, and shows u. You can 
worm out of him whatever you like. I actually 
made him betray that Paris had full provisions 
only for three or four weeks more. 

“When in the negotiations for peace I asked 
for some more concessions from M. Thiers, my 
interlocutor, losing his habitual self-command, 
cried out: A c'est une indignite.’ Upon this 
I quietly assumed the German tongue, explain- 
ing what li wanted. Thiers listened composed- 
ly, not Knowing what to think. Alter a while 
he said, in dolordus tones, ‘Wu's, Wf, le Comte 
udus savez bien gue ye ne sar point :' Allemand.,' 
replied in French, When, a few minutes ago. 
you uttered the word “‘ indignite,” 1 discovered 
that i did not Know enough French to go on in 
that language. and so preferred German, where 
I Know exactly what | say and what others say.’ 
M. Thiers understood me, and made the conces- 
sion he had just been designating iadignite."’ 

MORNY, 

Morny’s story has a biiter taste: 

“Of all the Napoleonic statesmen, Morny 
best knew how to make money. When gomg 
to St. Petersburg as Ambassador, he arrived 
with a large uumber of ciegant carriages, all 
fitted with silks, poiot lace, and ladics’ orna- 
ments. Each servant had one of these car- 
riages allotted to him: each attache and secre- 
tary at least two; while, as to the Ambassador, 
he claimed six as his share. Being an Ambas- 
sador, he had to pay no duty. A lew dars after 
his arrival, he whole lot, carriages and all, were 
sold by auction, and a trifle of 800,000 roubles 
realized.

METTERNICH. 

An Austrian diplomatist may be next iotro- 
duved :

HUMBOLDT. 

Alexander Von Humboldt, the great scholar, 
courtier, and talker, is the butt of amusing 
railiery. 

“Ip the days of Frederick William IV. Hum- 
boldt used to entertain the Court by scientific 
lectures, to which no one listened. I. being 
good-narured, was the only victim of his lo- 
quacit v. For hours together he would favor us 
with the biography of some French scholar or 
architect, in which no one took the 
sligntest interest. He lectured standing 
close to the lamp, dropping his notes 
irom time to time and extem pur- 
izing some profound remarks. ‘Though no one 

maid attention, he was visibly elated at bearing 

unsell speak. The Queen sat industriously at 
her embroidery, entirely absorbed by that. The 
King looked at engravings, noisily turning over 
the leaves so as to drown the voice. The young 
people in the background laughed, whispered, 
and paid no heed. Yet the scholar went on, 
murmuriug monotowousiy like a sleepy brook. 
Gen. Gerlach, who was oiten present, sat on a 
little round stool, preposterousiy unequal! to 
his proportions, and snored. Gerlach, said 
the King, on one memorable evening, sleep, 
but do not spore.’ 1 was the only one who ap- 
peared to be listening. Yet even I chewed the 
cud of my own thoughts, until, at last, cold 
meat and white wine were handed around. Yes, 
Humboldt was a talker. Nothing displeased 
dim more than to have to listen to another. Ou 
one occasion somebody monopolized the con- 
versation at court by relating something inter- 
esting to all. Li imboldt was perfectiy beside him- 
self. Grumbliug moroselv. he piled up his plate 
with pate de foie gras, lobster, eels, and other 
indigestibles—a perfect mountain of comesti- 
bles.. I shudder when I think what the old man 
could swallow. He ate as long and as fast as he 
could. When he found the gastronomic powers 
exhausted, no longer master of himself. he made 
a desperate attempt to get the car of the com- 
pany. ‘On the summit of the Popocatepetl,’ he 
commenced, but he did oot get any further, the 
more popular speaker quietly continuing his 
tale. On the summit of the Popocatepeti, 
7,000 feet above the ievel of the sea,’ be began 
again, with loud and excited voice. But he 
failed this time, too. The other narrator would 
uot be interrapted, nor would the company. 
This was unprecedented. What a scandalous 
shame! Humboidt sat down in a rage. and 
moodilv meditated upon the ingratitude of tue 
human race, particuiariv at court. Tae 
Liberals have been pleased to regard Hum- 
boldt as ove of their own set. But he was a man 
who could aot live except basking in the sun- 
shine of the court. The favor of his sovereign 
was indispensadie to bim. But this did not 
prevent his creeping away from the palace to 
Varnhagen, to gossip and slander with his 
trusty mate. Varnhagen has vut it all into 
books, which, I regret to say, are Very expen- 
sive. The detail in these books is worth noth- 
ing. They are important, however, as a whole, 
iliustrating a time when there was nothtug but 
critiasm, skepticism, and malicious impotence at 
Berlin. A world impossible to realize except by 
reading these volumes. 

GOLTZ. 

One of Bismarck’s bete no res of Ambassadors 
was Count von der Goltz. Of him Bismarck 
says . 
Gur late Ambassador in Paris was a clever 
and well-informed man. But al! his cleverness 
did not endow him with a sound and consistent 
judgment. He constantly changed his views of 
men and things, and had ever fresh schemes to 
propose. Moreover, he was always epamored 
of the Queens to whose Courts he was attached. 
Formerly in love with Amelie of Greece, he 
subsequently transferred his affections to Eu- 
genie. He coniidently believed that what 1 have 
succeedea in bringing about, he, with his 
superior intellect, migbt have done ten times 
better. Hence he was ever imtriguivg 
against me. Tnough well scquaint- 
ed when young, he wrote to the 
King, accusing me and cautioning him against 
me. The King gave me these letters and | re- 
plied to them; yet be would not desist, but 
kept on writing to his Majesty ad libitum. He 
was thoroughly. hated by his subordinates. | 
remember calling on him at Parts in 1802 Be- 
ing told that be was having a nap; I was about 
to take my departure, when bis Secretaries, de- 
lighted to do him an ill turn, rushed into his 
room to wake him. Aud yet being an Ambassa- 
dor be might ao ensily have ingratiated bimself 
with his subordiuates. An Ambassador can 
afford to do this; u Minister cannot. I should 
like to do so mytelf. but where is the time! 1 
have so many things to think of that lam com- 
pelled to manage my department military 
fashion. 

COUNT HARRY ARNIM, 
though he had not at that time rebelled against 
the Privce’s authority. is regarded by him iu 
much the same way as Count von der Goltz: 

“The Pope ought to remain a suvereign, but 
the question is how to keep bim on the throne. 
One might be able todo more for him if the 
Ultramontanes were not so fierce against us; 
but 1 like to give a Roland for an Oliver. I 
wonder what our friend Harrv Aruim thinks of 
it all pow that matters have come to this pass! 
As Ambassador to the Papal See, ne ought to 
have an opinion. I dare say he bas only too 
manvy—one set to-day, and another to-morrow, 
as usual. His reports have always advocated 
opposite tendencies. I am sure he feels too dis- 
tinguished a diplomate to represent his country 
ata small Court, though, as the head of the 
Catholic Church, the Pope is a much more im- 

rtant personage than as the soyereign of his 
Beate. owever, Arnim is really ifrelligeat. 1 
Jo wish one could rely on his reports, but they 
are one thing to-day aud another to-morrow.” 

COUNT BERNSTORFF, 
the late Prussian Envoy in London. a deliberate, 
easy-going, but high-principled statesman, —was 
never high in the Prince's favor: 

“Count Bernstorff certainly beats me in one 
I never succeeded in covering reams of 
paper with dignified verbiage about nothing. 
He has just sent me another cart-load of dis- 
patches. full of empticess, and copiously re- 
ferring to previous communications of the like 
intrinsic worth. The King always wishes to be 
informed about references to documents he 
Goltz was es 6 *.

E GARIBALDI, 

Garibaldi’s ingratitude in supporting France 
against Germany, who secured Verice and Rome 
to his country, Was. a fertile theme of Prince 
Bismarck's cengure: 

“I told M. Favre that I excluded Garibaldi 
from the armistice. I could comprehend a 
Frenchman’s taking up arms for his country; 
but this foreign adventurer, with bis band of 
cosm tan Reoublicans, had no right to med- 
de. Surely, it we catch him we shall exhibit 
him for money, with a placard round his neck 
inscribed *lngratitude.’ ” 

THE DUKE OF AUGUITENBERG, 
whose claim to Schleswig-Holstcin iatroduced 
the events of the last twenty years, is an object 
of the Prince's sarcasm : 

I met him a day or two ago in the camp in 

his Bavarian uniform. He might have done 
better and been a sovereigu had he made us the 
requisite concessions. What I wanted of bim 
Was uo more than all the minor Princes con- 
ceded to Prussia in 1866. But he would not 
yield an iota of the sovereigu rights he expected 
us to acquire for him. Thank goodness the 
pettifogging wisdom of his advisers prevented 
him. I remember having a conyersation with 
uim one even in 1804. We were in my 
Dilliard- room, a sat late into the night. 1 
began by addressing him as Highness, and 
was altogcther very courteous. On my telling 
him we wanted Kiel Harbor he was rather 
taken aback, and asked whether we 
actually claimed a whole square mile. I could 
but say Les.“ After this [ discovered that ne 
objected even to our demand of military cou- 
trol. Upon this | changed my tone, called him 
Serenity (Durch aucht), instead of Highness 
(Hoheit), aud in the end, lapsing into Low Ger- 
man, quietly told him there was nothing to hiu- 
der our wringing the neck of the chicken we had 
hatched ourselves. 
A ONIQUB STORY ABOUT THE GERMANIC DIET 
aptiy iilustrates the revolution occasioned by 
Bismarck's entrance into the Assembly. A Par- 
liament of German Ambassadors, it was tradi- 
tionally ruled by the representative of the Aus- 
trian Kaiser. This supreme persovage, going 
the length ol indicatiug hegemony by easy-going 
manners, was the very thing to provoke the 
sturdy self-assertion HA Bismarck. The Prince, 
being asked the right version of a famous inci- 
dent in the constitutional history of Germany, 
related: 

* As Prussian member of the Diet, I called 
upon Count Thun, the Austrian and presidmg 
member of our august assembly. When Len- 
tered he was in his study, working and smoking. 
Ile begged me to wait a moment. 1 did wait, 
but when [ thought the interview was too long 
delayed, and, moreover, had not even a cigar 
offerei me, I took one from the box before 
bim, and requested him to give me a light. 
He looked dumbfounded, but communicated 
the desired spark. But there is another story 
of the same sort. In the days of Rochow, my 
predécessor as Prussian member of the Diet, 
the Austrian presiding member had adopted the 
habit of smoking at the sittings of the Military 
Special Commission. Rochow, passionately fond 
of smoking, would have given his little finger 
to do the like, but did not dare. Now, when 1 
came to Frankfort, I longed for my cigar at 
Military Commission sittings, and. seeing no 
reason why | should not have it, politely asked 
the presiding power to give mea light. This 
demand was received with universal astonish- 
meut and disgust. It evideptly was ap event in 
the eyes of all present. However, I got the 
light, and Austria and Prussia smok The 
other members present thougnt the incident 
momentous enough to report te their respect- 
ive Courts. But the question was too grave to 
be decided in a hurry, so for six months runuing 
no one smoked but Austria and Prussia. After 
the expiry of that period, the Bavarian Envoy 
took to asserting tae dignity of his sovereign 
by lighting his first cigar iu assembled conclave. 
We all noticed that Herr von Nostitz, the Saxon 


representative. envied the Bavarian Schreackh . 


bis delicious weed. But his Court had nut au- 
thorized the deed, so he had toabstain. When, 
however, ai the next sitting we witnessed the 
Hanover man, Bothmer, indulging in tobacco, 
we kneu that a special understanding had been 
entered into between Guelph and Hapsburg. 
Bothmer was very Austrian in bis sentiments, 
and had a couple of sons in the Austrian army. 
Upon this, Saxony would not be left behind, 
and bodily kindled the audacious spark. Now 
there were only two members left who did not 
make chimnevs of their mouths—Wurtemberg 
and Darmstadt. These unfortunates, not being 
addicted to the vice, could not join in. But the 
honor and independeuce of their States impera- 
tively required a sacrifice. Accordingly, the 
next time we met, the Wurtemberg gent!eman 
took out a cigar—! see it before me now. a 
long, thin, straw-like contrefacon—and smoked 
it half as a holocaust made to Fatberiand.”’ 
GERMAN AS THE OFFICIAL LANGUAGE. 

It may be remembered by some who watched 
closely the development of affairs during and 
after the close of the Franco-German war that 
there was considerable talk iu Germany of the 
lauguage of the Fatherland being made to su- 
persede French as the language of diplomatic 
communication. The tongue of the fallen ene- 
my, it was considered, was not longer suitable 
for that office,and that German, as the lan- 
guage of the now, as it was considered, rul- 
ing Power in Europe, wasjthe proper one to hold 
that place. Bismarck was generally credited 
with the desire to introduce this reform. The 
following, read in the light of these facts. 
shows, to say the least, a little disingenuous- 
ness on the part of the Reichs-Chancellur. Ina 
conversation with Baron Kendell about tne in- 
troduction of German as a diplomatic language 
the Chancellor said: 

** Official communications must be carried on 
in the language of the country. not in a foreign 
tongue. Bernstorff was the first who tried to 
carry this principle out with us, but he went too 
far. He wrote to ali the foreign diplomatists io 
German, and they ail answered—x was, of 
course, a cunspifacy among them—in their re- 
spective mother tongues,—Kussian, Spanish, 
Swedish, and 1 don’t kuow what all, so that be 
had quite a swarm of translators sitting in the 
Ministry. and so I found matters when [enter 
ed office. Budberg sent mea note in Russian. 
That was not tair. If they wanted to take their 
revenge, Gortschakoff ought to have written in 
Russian to our Ambassador in st. Petersburg, 
That would have been the right way to do it. 
It may perhaps be required of a foreign repre- 
sentative that be should understand and use the 
language of the country to which he is accredited. 
But bere, in Berlin, to write to me in Rus- 
sian in answer to a German dispatch, was clearly 
unfair. So I gave the order that whatever 
should be sentin, not m German, French, Eu- 
glish, or Italian, should be Jet alone, and simply 
deposited with the archives. Budberg sovn 
wrote reminder upon reminder, always in Ras- 
sian. They got no answer, aud were put away 
in the archive cupboaid. At last he came in 
person and asked, Why, then, did we not reply 
to him!“ * Reply!’ Linquired with the greatest 
astonishment; ‘reply! and to what! 1 have 
seen nothing of yours.“ Why, be had written 
four weeks ago, and reminded us several times 
since.’ Od, ay! quite so! pow I remember.’ 1 
said. There isa great bundle of documents 
down stairs in Russian writing—perbaps your 
communications are among them. But pone of 
the gcople down stairs understand Russian, and 
papers that reach us in any incomprehensible 
language are stowed away among the archives!’ 
Upon this Budberg promptly agreed to write 
for the future in French.” 

MOLTKE, 

One of the bumorous Chancellor's witty ad- 
preciations of character casually thrown upon 
Count Moltke is, to say the least of it, very 
comical. Dr. Busch narrates that Moltke bad 

allantly seen the finish of a vast and potent 
Gow! of sherry-punch at the little villain the 
Rue de Proveuce, and that onc of the Prince's 
guests remarked how well the old General 
looked after it. Tes,“ replied Bismarck, 
that is all the war's doing. War is bis busi- 
ness. i remember when the Spanish question 
became a burning one that he immediately be- 
gan to look ten years younger. ‘Then, when 1 
told him that the Hohenzollern had given in, 
he at once got to look old and worn out. And 
when, soon after, the French were vot satisfied 
with even that concession, ‘Molk’ was suddeniy 
quite fresh and young again.“ 

BEER. 

These extracts may be concluded with Prince 
Bismarck’s opinion about beer, of which he is 
very fond. Strange to say, he expresses him- 
self very unfavorably with respect to that liquor 
asa popular drink. At the beginning of the 
1870 campaign somebody observed in bis pres- 
ence that beer would probably become scarce at 
headquarters. He remarked. No matter if it 
does. The great increase in the consumption of 
beer is greatly to be regretted. Beer makes 
people stupid, lazv, and impertinent. It is the 
cause of the sovial Gemocratic pot sprinkling, 
which is all concocted over mugsof beer. Good 
corn-brandy is infinitely preferabile.”’

A Florentine Scandal.

GEN. RENO’S DEATH. 


He Was Accidentaily Killed by Union Troops 
in Firing a Parting Volley at the Enemy 
Letter from Gen. 8. D. Sturgis, Who Was 
Present at the Gallant Officer's Death. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Fort Lincotn, D. T., Nov. 17.—Having 
noticed in the papers of the last few days vari- 
ous and contradictory statements touching the 
death of Maj.-Gen. Reno at the battle of South 
Mountain, I deem it a matter of duty, not only 
iu the interest of truth, but because Gen. Reno 
was a classmate and warm personal fritnd of 
mine, to give tothe public a correct and cir- 
cumstantial account of his death. 

Uf the statemeuts which I have seen thus far, 
that of Gen. J. D. Cox is the nearest correct; 
but yet he errs in saying that Gen. Reno was 
killed by a shot from the enemy’s skirmishers. 

Gen. Reno arrived at my position on the 
crest of the mountain between sunset and 
dark; the battle had then virtually ceased, al- 
though there was still some desultory firing, 
and I bad turned Durell's Battery and a section 
of Capt. Cook’s Eighth Massachusetts Battery 
upon the enemy movi against Hooker's 
column, thea pushing up the ridge north of the 
Hagerstown road. It was whilst directing this 
fire that Gen. Reno arrived, and, after remain- 
ing some fifteen or tweuty minutes, he mounted 
his horse with the (apparent) intention of re- 
turning to his own headquarters. Instead, 
however, of descending the hill directly, he 
crossed the road and entered a wood occupied 
by a portion of my division (a Massachusetts 
regiment, I think), and, unfortunately, he en- 
tered just in front of the line. 

At that moment a volley was fired by the 
enemy from a wood beyond an open space of 
four or five hundred yards which lay between 
the opposing lines, a Kind of parting volley, for 
they fired but once, and had entirely disappeared 
from the fleld when I arrived shortly after with 
a section of artillerv. 

In the meantime the troops were resting after 
their hard dav’s work; but that volley, so sud- 
den and so unexpected, Drought them to their 
feet, and caused a good deal of unnecessary aud 
random firing; and it was then that one of my 
staff (either Capt. Mighels or Capt. Rawolle, I 
think the former) noticed that Gen. 
Reno was recling 
hastening to bis 
taken from his horse and carried back to the 
battery. On seeing me, he said, “Sam, I'm a 
dead man.“ I said something to the effect that 
{ hoped not, and that he would soon be as Well 
as ever; but be seemed to realize the true char- 
acter of his wound better than I, and only re- 
peated, I'm a dead man.“ He was then taken 
toward the hospital, which was near by, but be 
died before reaching it. A careful examination 
of the wound was made by Surgeon Cutter, who 
had belonged to the General’« staff, and also (I 
think) by Surgeon A. T. Watson, Medical Di- 
rector of my division. The result of this exam- 
ination left no doubt asto the fact that the 
builet had entered from the rear, and, passing 
through a miniature picture (of Mrs. Reno) 
which was in his watch-fob, had emerged from 
the front. Oo this point I remember distinctiy 
that Surgeon Cutter (if not 
Watson also) was his 
Opinion that the ac- 
cidental one from our Own troops, and delivered 
near al hand. Indeed, Gen Reno was himself 
aware of this melancholy iact, and referred to it 
in feeling terms wheu being taken from his 
horse, as the officer before mentioned reported 
at the time. 

Such, in short, is the sad story of the death of 
the gallant and chivairous Jesse L. Reno, whose 
last words were: “I can be no longer with my 
men; let them know that I will still be with 
them in spirit.“ Very respectfully, vour obe-

TRIUMPH OF NULLIFIERS. 


The Unitea States Made a Tool of the New 
York Clearing- House. 
Cincinaati Times. 

Our readers have previously been reminded 
that the great bulk of the business of the 
United States Treasury, in its financial relations 
with this and other countries, is transacted 
through the Sub-Treasury in New York City. 
Their carefal attention is now further invited to 
the following extract from An act to provide 
for the resumption of specie-paymepts,” ap- 
proved Jan. 14, 1875 (wide United States Statutes 
at Large, Vol. 18, Part 3, page 296): “And on 
and after the Ist day of January, Anno Domini 
1879, the Secretary of the Treasury shall redeem, 
in coin, the legal-tender notes then outstand- 
ing, on their presentation for redemption, at 
the office of the Assistant-Treasurer of the 
United States in the City of New York, in 
sums of not less than 350.“ The italics are 
ours, and it will bs observed that tue portion 
italicised limits the whole business of resump- 
tion to the Sub-Treasury in New York City; 
the Treasury of the United States as to re- 
sumption, located with the Sub-Treasury in 
New York * 

Attention is now asked to the following 
official circular of the Assistant ‘Treasurer at 
New York. It was issued after the Clcaring- 
House Association had met Secretary Sherman 
iu solemn conference in Washington. It was 
addressed to Mr. Coe, President of the Clearing- 
House Association. It was read at their meet- 
ing, and formally adopted, together with the 
programme rejecting silver as bankable money, 
and requiring al balances to be made exclusively 
in gold or greenbacks. Wegive the circular in 
installments, so that its full beauty may be 
elowly absorbed. The italics are ours: 

Orrice Unitep States AssisTaNT TREASURER, 
New York. Nov. 11. 1878.—Sim: In conformity 
with inetructions from the Treasury Department, 
I have the honor to submit the following proposi- 
tions for the consideration of the Clearing- House 
Aesociation of Associated Banks of tais city: 

Fire(—Hereafter drafte drawn upon any bank 
represented in the Clearing-House Association in 
the City of New Yorx, received by the Assistant 
Treasurerin tnis ner may be presented to such 
bank at the Clearing-House for payment. 

This makes the Sub-Treasury a member of 
the Cleariug-House Association, requires its 
credits to be presented for payment at the Clear- 
ing-House, and subjects them to the rule which 
permits their payment only in gold or green- 
backs. Again: 

Second—Hereafter drafts drawn on the Assistant 
Tyeaurer at New York may be adjusted by him at 
the Clearing-House, and the balance due from the 
United States may be paid at his office in United 
States notes or Clearing- House certificates. 

This requires the Assistant Treasurer in New 
York to adjust bis balances at the Clearing- 
Héuse, and to pay the excess of his debits in 
Ciearing-House funds oniy,—that is, excluding 
the silver dollars. 

Third—Atfter the lst of January next, payment 
of-checks presented to the Assistant Treasurer, by 
any bank connected with the C.earing-House, may 
be made by him in United States notes. 

This permits him to ag A all checks in United 
States notes, but none in the standard silver 
dollar. Ani finally: 

On the acceptance of these propositions, by res- 
olation of the Association, entered on its records, 
or in any other form that will convey tts sanction, 
lam authorized to conform to tiem as soon as Lhe 
necessary details can be arranged.

THE OIL MONOPOLY. 

Some days ago Tux Tammo recapitulated 
the history of the Standard Oil Company,” 
and gave an account of its unsuccessful 
effort to acquire a monopoly of the oil trade 
in 1872. The oil-producers of Pennsylvania 
now allege that such monopoly has been 
actually acquired by this Company, They 
declare that the Standard is the absolute 
master of the production and its value; of 
transportation by pipe-lines, transportation 
by railroads, and the compensation thereof; 
of storage and refining, and the profit 
thereof; and dictates prices throughout the 
world of one of the first three exports of the 
United States.” The oil-producers demanded 
an investigation by Congress a year or more 
ago, and a committee was appointed; but 
the railroad men generally paid no attention 
to Speaker RANDALL summons, the matter 
was not pushed, and there was practically no 
investigation at all That the oil-producers 
are in earnest now is evident from their 
declared intention of abandoning and de- 
stroying their wells unless they can find 
relief from the Courts. One of them now 
describes himself as well as his fellow- 
producers as going in crowds ‘‘to wait his 
turn for leave to sell oil at a dictated price to 
a single agent of a single purchaser.” Three 
suits have been instituted to break the power 
of this great monopoly. One has been 
brought by the Attorney-General of Penn- 
sylvania, under the directions of Gov. Har- 
TRANFT, to enjoin the Pennsylvania roads 
from granting any rebate to any shipper, as 
it is alleged that it is only through a system 
of rebates that the monopoly could be gained 
and sustained. The producers themselves 
have begun an action against the United 
Pipe Line,” controlled by the S d Com- 
pany, looking to the forfeiture of i harter. 
Finally, the refiners*not under the dictation 
of the Standard Company have sued the 
Pennsylvania Company for a sum equal to 
the gross amount of rebate which the Stand- 
ard has received, and this is alleged to be at 
the rate of 60 cents a barrel, not merely on 
the oil shipped by that Company, but on oil 
shipped by everybody else. 
The New York Sun has followed up its in- 
vestigations into the operations of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, and states that the Com- 
pany realized $10,000,000 profit during a 
period of four months. This was at a time 
when the consumption of oil was, for some 
reason or other, largely in excess of the pro- 
duction, and the Standard Company, having 
the whole trade in its own hands, enjoyed 
the profits. This was an exceptional period, 
it is true; but, nevertheless, the oil trade 
amounts to a hundred millions a year, and, 
if the Standard Company controls and dic- 
tates to all the people engaged in producing, 
refining, transporting, and exporting oil, 
then the monopoly exceeds any ever known. 
According to all accounts, the Standard 
Company acquired its first advantages 
in a legitimate and commendable 
way. It employed the best talent to 
devise the means for the cheapest and most 
productive refining of the crude oil, and then 
introduced great. economy in the collateral 
branches of the business. Cooper establish- 
ments were built, so that the Company could 
make itsown barrels and save the profit. 
[Lumber districts were purchased, so that the 
lumber merchants could not dictate terms. 
The hoop-iron was manufactured, and what 
was waste in other establishments was used 
here for the manufacture of the blue paint 
which distinguishes this Company’ ls. 
Not a speck of the crude oil was lost, 0 
very last residuum, after getting out various 
kinds of oil, was used in making a chewing- 
gum, which finds patrons among the school- 
children throughout the length and breadth 
of the land. All this was proper, and had 
Mr. Rockeretter—the presiding genius of 
the Company—been content with this his 
profits would have been enormous, and he 
would have escaped public condemnation. 

But the Standard Oil Company used its 
scientific and economic resources as means 
for securing unfair advantages. The first 
step was to crush out all competing refin- 
eries. Some were bought up at low prices 
when they discovered further resistance was 
useless, and some were closed out altogeth- 
er. There were fifty refineries in the oil 
regions alone before 1874, and all of them 
are now in ruins. The same policy ex- 
tended to New York, Erie, Baltimore, and 
other cities where oil-tefining had been car- 
ried on, until the Standard Ol Company at 
Cleveland, 150 miles west of the oil regions, 
and hence 300 miles farther from the point 
of export than the Eastern refineries, was 
able to control the trade. One of the agen- 
cies used by the Standard to attain this end 
was a monopoly of the transportation by the 
pipe-lines, which were co in the 
face of a Pennsylvania law purporting to 
assure free pipe to the oil regions. 
But the oil/producers contend that, in 
spite of all the power acquired by these 
means, it would not have been possible for 
the Standard Company to fasten its grip up- 
on the entire oil product if it had not been 
enjoying rebates on all the oil shipped. 
This rebate is stated to be 60 cents on every 
barrel of oil, whether shipped by the Stand- 
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on oath; if this does not bring out the terms 
of the secret and unjust discrimination in 
favor of the Standard Company, it is freely 

that there will be serious troubles 
in the oil regions, which will exceed in vio- 
lence any that have occurred in the coal ro- 
gions of Pennsylvania, or on the line of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad.

BISMARCK AND HIS BOSWELL, 

We print elsewhere some extracts from a 
book which has recently appeared in Berlin, 
and which is already creating considerable 
excitement in Europe. The book bears the 
title Prince Bismarck and His People 
During the War with France,” and is written 
by Dr. Morrrz Boson, a well-known politi- 
cal writer, who was in the Foreign Office 
during the French war, and accompanied 
Bramancx to the field as his private secretary. 
His intimate and confidential relations with 
the Prince, and his habit of recording upon 
his tablets everything important and anim- 
portant that he uttered, have enabled him to 
give the world glimpses of Bismarck not 
only in his guarded relations with diplomats 
and statesmen, but also in his freer moments ; 
when not under restraint he unbosomed 
himself to his friends in his plain, blunt 
manner, and expressed his opinions without 
reference to effect, Dr. Boson, in fact, isa 
second Boswem, and his book, like Bos- 
WELL's, is another instance of the injustice 
of the old saying that a man is never a hero 
to his own valet. Bismarck was as much a 
hero to Buscu as Bosweit was to Jonxsox, 
and his admiration was carried to such an 
extent and so blinded his judgment that he 
has printed not ouly anec dotes and sayings 
that bring out the heroic side of Bremancx’s 
character and his earnest observations and 
trenchant criticisms, but many that show a 
very brutal and repulsive side. 

It is a notable feature of this book that some 
of the victims who pass under Bismanck’s 
review are still living, and are not likely 
to endure their public exhibition in silence. 
One may expect sharp replies from some of 
them, and in the case of those who are dead, 
notably in that of Von Humsoxpr, it will be 
singular if their friends and admirers do not 
come to their rescue. Bismarck has made 
many enemies during his stormy career, and 
his biographer’s work will be likely to add 
to the number. The extracts which 
we print elsewhere will, however, 
be read with interest, for, waiving 
all his prejudices and his brutality, they give 
the reader a very graphic picture of this iron 
man in his prompt, energetic action, his pen- 
etrating power of insight, and his subhme 
confidence in his own judgment. How com- 
pletely he strips the mask off from M. Juras 
Favre, and shows that very Frenchy states- 
man playing a role, trying to force tears 
which would not came, painting his face 
white upon one occasion and very pallid on 
another, that he might appear to Bismarck 
as a suffering patriot, and how completely 
he spoils M. Favs fine bit of acting 
by resolutely keeping him down to busi- 
ness, and informing him that sentimegt 
has nothing to do with polities. How cruelly 
he holds up the little man, M. Tuns, to the 
mockery of the world as a diplomat ‘‘ coming 
to me as a negotiator when he had not gump- 
tion enough fora horse-dealer.” How un- 
mercifully he strips off the surroundings of 
Napoueon III., and stigmatizes him as a 
stupid and sentimental ass, whose silence 
was put on to convey tie idea of wis- 
dom. How characteristic of the man is 
his reply to Gen. Rr, Naporzon’s 
messenger. When that officer notified Bis- 
mance that if he made severe terms the 
French in Sedan would blow themselves up 
with the fortress, the only reply that weni 
back to Napoixon was: Faites sauter.” But 
Bisuanck's shafts are not leveled at French- 
men only. Germans and Austrians also 
come in for their share of ridicule. Nothing 
can be more refreshing than his cool impu- 
dence in helping himself to the Austrian 
Count Tavn’'s cigars, who was the traditional 
and abtolute ruler of the Germanic Diet, 
and whose self-esteem was of the most im- 
posing kind. Nothing, on the other hand, 
will be more painful to the admirers of Von 
Honor than the merciless way in which 
he ridicules the great scientist for his loquac- 
ity and vanity, as well as his voracity at 
table. It is not a very pleasant picture he 
draws of the great scholar sitting at table 
with his plate piled up with pate de fois gras, 
lobster, eels, and other indigestibles, and 
then trying to make a speech and not getting 
any further than “On the summit ef the 
Popocatapetl,” because all the rest of the 
company talked incessantly. 

While the reader will find much in these 
extracts that will commend Bismarcx‘to him, 
he will find much more that shows him as of 
a selfish, mocking, and uncharitable dispo- 
sition. Itis fortunate for him that all his 
biographers are not like Buscu, but that some 
of them, like Greriaca, have given us pict- 
ures of him in his home-life and in his let- 
ters to his family that indicate the possession 
of kind and tender traits below the austerity 
and brutality of Bismarck, the Premier and 
politician. Some of the letters to his chil- 
dren bave never been excelled in affection 
and sympathy, and show us another side to 
this man, whose brutal self-assertion seems 
to be mainly confined to politics, in which 
he himself says there is no sentiment. 


A DENIAL THAT AFFIRMS. 

We never charged Senator Jonx B. Gon- 
pon with complicity in the efforts of the 
Democratic National Committee to bribe the 
Returning Board of South Carolina to give 
the Electoral vote of that State to Samven J. 
Inox. We expected, however, that he 
would hasten to explain the two cipher dis- 
patches sent to him from Baltimore by 
Suira M. Weep, Nov. 20, 1876. They were 


as follows: | 
First dispatch—‘‘Matters arranged by Re- 
turning Board agent. Inierm Haske. and teile- 
graph news. ww.” 
Second dispatch—-‘‘ Have the Court hold on to 
the Electorai votes until fixed or failure. May be 
little delay. : 


Let us recall the situation. Werp had 
shown by other cipher dispatches that he 
had contracted to buy the Electoral vote of 
South Carolina for $80,000. He had been 
informed from New Tork that the 
money would be furnished, and directed 
to proceed to Baltimore to receive it. PEL. 
tox, TD Rx's nephew, repaired to Baltimore 
to meet him. The presumption is that he 
(Prrrox) carried the promised $80,000 in his 
pocket or ‘grip-sack. The first cipher to 
Gonbo meant plainly that he (Warp) had 
actually received the promised money, and 
requested him (Gorpow) to inform Haske, 
the confidential man at Columbia, of the 
fact, and to telegraph the “ news,”—that is 
to aay, inform Weep of the effect at the 
Columbia end of the line of information 
of the fact that the New York end had ful- 
filled its part of the bargain he (Wzep) had 
made. In other words, the dispatch reduced 
to plain English would read: Tell Hsu. 
that I am ready to pay over the $80,000 
according to contract. Ak him whether the 
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| Blectoral vote is ready for delivery. Shall I 

come on? "Answer by telegraph.” 2 
_ "The act of sending this cipher dispatch to 
Gorpon implies that he (Gonnox) knew the 
nature of the negotiation entered upon by 
Weep at Columbia, and was acqainted with 
the character of the obligation by which he 
had bound himself previous to his departure 
for Baltimore. The second dispatch in- 
formed Gorpow of a hitch at the New York 
end of the line, and, instead of requesting 
bim to communicate with another agent of 
the negotiation, as in the first dispatch, 
urged him to act directly with the Court to 
secure delay in the rendering of a decision 
as to the powers of the Canvassing Board. 
The first dispatch implies, as we have al- 
ready said, knowledge on the part of Gorpon 
of the nature of Wrxp’s mission to Colum- 
bia and of its progress. But the second dis- 
patch implies much more, namely: the as- 
sumption on the part of Wezp that Gorpon 
would use his influence with the Court to 
further the negotiation, and directs, rather 
than requests, him to do so. 

These dispatches wete brought to light 
and translated nearly two months ago, and, 
notwithstanding they involve, if true, the 
utter disgrace of Mr. Torx and the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee, their verity has 
not been questioned by anybody. Meantime 
Senator Gorpox has remained silent. At 
last, however, he speaks, but very equivo- 
cally. In an interview in the Atlanta Con- 
stitution he is represented as saying that 
‘he has no knowledge of the Tribune 
cipher dispatches purporting to have been 
sent by Surrn Warp; that he had no cipher 
to use in the campaign, and that if he received 
a dispatch in cipher in reference to money 
it related to a fee of $5,000 with which to 
employ counsel in a case to test certain 
elections held by the Republicans in cer- 
tain districtae in open violation of 
law.” He declares that the money in 
this case did not come from New 
York, although directions about the case 
did emanate from that city, etc. We submit 
(1) that Senator Gorpon’s denial, if denial it 
may be called, comes too late to rescue his 
good name from the stain it has received, 
(2) That it is in no sense a denial, but rather 
an implied admission of knowledge of the al- 
leged negotiation. Gen. Gorpon says he had 
no cipher to use in the campaign,” but directly 
admits. by clear implication, that he did re- 
ceive a cipher dispatch, and proceeds to state 
the subject matter of it. As stated, it related 
to a perfectly proper proceediug, and might 
have been freely communicated by tele- 
graph without the aid of a cipher, If it 
was @ proper proceeding, why does not 
Gen. Gorpon give the dispatch to the 
public with a translation? The public 
would like to know whether the cipher was 
the same as that used by Mr. Weep. This 
is what the publie will require before it 
gives credence to Gen. Gorpon’s statement 
on this point. But the production of the 
dispatch admitted by Gen. Gonůbox to have 
been received by him would not relieve him 
from suspicion of connection with Wrrp’s 
negotiation. The dispatches we have repro- 
duced from Wezp to him (Gorpon) cannot 
be tortured so as to fit the case stated by 
Gen. Gonbox. They are as plain as a pikestaff. 
They relate to Wrxp's proposition to buy the 
Electoral vote of South Carolina, fully ex- 
plained in other ciphers of the series, and 
can be made to relate to nothing else. Gen. 
Gorpon’s explanation does not acquit, but it 
rather condemns him. 
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A CONVERTIBLE CURRENCY. 

Our readers will remember the discussions 
of a few years ago upon the question how 
to furnish the country with a currency 
always equal to the wants of trade, and the 
same time to make it redeemable, in case 
the amount in circulation should become ex- 
cessive. The issue of an interconvertible 
bond was urged by the Greenback party ; 
that is, that a bond bearing 3.65 per cent in- 
terest should be issued by the ‘Treasury to 
any person depositing greenbacks; and that 
upon the presentation of the bond the Treas- 
ury should redeem it by a return of an eqnal 
amount of greenbacks. The theory of this 
scheme was that it would furnish a 
perfect system by which greenbacks 
when in excess of public needs would 
retire in the form of bonds, and, when a 
necessity existed for them, they would be 
called out again. At the time, Tax Trisuxe 
pointed out the fatal defect that the bonds, 
being always equal in value to the currency, 
with 3.65 per cent additional for interest, 
the greenbacks would all be rushed into 
bonds, producing a general contraction of 
the currency. It took the inflationists a 
long time to clearly comprehend that, to 
issue greenbacks and give the holder the 
privilege of exchanging them at par for a 
national interest-bearing bond, it would be 
simply to so fill the country with bonds that 
they and not the notes would beceme the 
currency, thus producing that very contrac- 
tion which they dreaded so much. Finally, 
the interconvertible-bond scheme was aban- 
doned and that of fiat money was adopted 
in its place. 

Time, with its healthful operations, has 
worked a revolution. We now bave a cheap 
bond without any contraction of the currency. 
We have a currency convertible into bonds 
at par without reducing the amount of cur- 
rency in cireulation. The beneficial purpose 
of the interconvertible-bond scheme is ac. 
complished without the consequent contrac- 
tion. At present the holder of $50, $100, 
or $1,000 in currency can take them to the 
Sub-Treasury and receive therefor a 4 per 
cent bond at par. The currency and coin 
being at par, the Treasury applies the money 
received for the 4 per cent to the payment of 
a 6 per cent bond; and, when the 6 per cent 
bonds shall all have been taken up, then the 
receipts from the 4 per cents will be ap- 
plied to the payment of the 5 per cents, 
and in this way the work of convertibility of 
the currency into bonds is always gojng on, 
and yet the currency flows out of the Treas- 
ury into general circulation as fast as it is 
paid in. In the meantime, each conversion 
reduces the annual burden of the public 
debt to the extent of the conversion,—one- 
third. Instead of paying $60 a year interest 
on $1,000, the annual charge for interest is 
reduced on the new bonds to $40. Any per- 
son having more currency than he needs, or 
for which he has no present use, and still 
would like to have it earn something, has 
only to exchange it at par for a 4 per cent 
bond, and hold it in that form until he has 
direct use for the money. Under any other 
system this process would lock up that much 
currency and withdraw it from nse; but 
under the process of funding the 
debt it is immediately paid out and 
enters again into the general circulation. 
No such admirable, safe, and econemic sys- 
tem for furnishing immediate investment for 
idle money, whether in large or small sums, 
has existed. There is moreover no danger 
that this means of investment will be with- 
drawn, or that the bonds will ever advance 
beyond par. 80 long as the Government 
has a 6, ora 5, or a 1 per cent bond cut. 


| standing, the supply of 4 per cent bond: 
par must continue. When money shall ad- 
vance, and become worth more than 4 per 
cease, but the accretions of money—of sur- 
pluses in the hands of mdividaals beyond the 
needs of present use—will always continue, 
aod in this way the sale of 4 per cent bonds 
will probably continue so long as there is a 
bond bearing a higher rate of interest out- 
standing. While this process is going on, 
the country remains in possession of its 
whole volume of currency, and that currency 
consists of gold, silver, and paper of equiva- 
lent and interchangeable value. Never was 

e currency in a more convenient and serv- 
iceable condition than at present, Any 
man having more than he needs has an in- 
vestment always open to him at par, and yet 
no contraction of the volume of the currency 
takes place. Here is the end which the 
Greenbackers so many years sought to ac- 
complish actually in operation and success- 
fully progressing, and yet they are not 
happy.

He seems to have fallen out with 
Mortn, with whom he and Rankin were 
formerly on such good terms, and 
now intimates that the Ring,“ which 
is the term he uses to designate the 
officials who succeeded him, did a 
great many unlawful things with the 
purpose of making Muriizr ante up.” 
He also claims that he saved the Custom-

When he claims that he saved it from demo- 
lition, he draws on his imagination; but, if 
it were true, the people would have little to 
thank him for; the building was saved by a 
report of Chicago archRects, appointed by 
the Maycr, who certified that the ground and 
foundations would hold up the superstruct- 
ure with certain modifications. In order to 
insure its standing, however, the original 
Mutuert design was so changed as to make 
the stzucture more awkward than it was 
originally. We think it would be hard to 
find a building in all the country where so 
poor a showing is made for so much money, 
and Chicago suffered a self-sacrifice for the 
benefit of the General Government when it 
demonstrated that the building would not 
topple over. This is the structure for which 
MULLET? is primarily accountable; caa we 
be thankful for it ?

TATE.

InpDiaANaPo.is, Ind., Nov. W. — The contempt 
proceedings against Warren Tate growing out 
of the murder of Love last Tuesday were 
resumed last evening. Tate’s attorneys pre- 
sented an affidavit to the effect that their client 
had no intention of disrespect to the Court, and 
that his alleged deadly assault upon Love had 
been committed in selflefense, he then de- 
lieving that Love intended to do him great 
bodily harm, or inflict death, as he had threat- 
ened te do, and witch threats he (Tate) had 
heard of. The State objected to the ailidavit 
that it did pot purge Tate from contempt, and 
thereupon debate arose as to whether it was 
direct or constructive. The State claimed that 
it partook of both. The Court said it knew 
enough of the circumstances to warrant pro- 
ceeding against Tate directly, but it would hear 
evidence. The defense objected that, if it was 
direct contempt, the Court could not hear testi- 
mony, and if it was gonstructive the affidavit of 
non-intention of disrespect would purge. The 
Court roled, however, that it could hear evi- 
dence, and Mr. Hobbs, one of the eye-witnesses, 
told the story of the tragedy as he did to the 
Coroner’s Jury. The defense asked that the 
Court in making up its judgment should only 
take into account the actual interruption to the 
proceedings, aud not the occurrence in the 
corridor, and, inasmuch as the case on trial at 
the time had only been suspended for a few 
minutes, the damage was but nominal. The 
Court at once gave judgment as follows: 

Iagree with counsel oa both sides, that the only

governing the constitutional authority and decorum 
of the Court have been infringed upon. Winie I 
cannot look to the cdnsequences that resulted to 
Mr. Love, yet leannot shut my eyes to the conse- 
quences which naturally follow, and directly fol- 
low such an offense ag has been committed, Wit- 
nesses, in nearly every instance, are brou,ht into 
court by compulsory p ocess.¢ As they are brought 
here avainst their will, they are entitled to all the 
protection to their persons and to their opinions. 
about which they are calied to testify, that the 
courte ean extend. I know judicially that Mr. 
Love Was brougut into thie Court as a witness, 
and I know that he testified upon the stand. I 
know that the counsel of the party on whose side 
he was called said. while in discharge of his of- 
Ceial duties and under his officia! oatn. that ne was 
still held here, or was Wanted to testify further in 
rebuttal. lam now mformed that this altercation 
in part grew out of the fact that there was some 
difference between them as to matters about which 
he was testifving. Witnesses and parties must be 
protected in their opinions as well as in their per- 
eons while they are im attendance upon Court; 


‘especially so when they are brought in by com- 


pul process of the Court and heid herc, as was 
witness in this case. These then are tac conse- 

nences that are naturally likely to follow when 

eadly weapons are used in or about 
the -Court-House. Witnesses and parties are 
likely to be ifttimidated, or likeiy to be deterred 
from giving expression to their opinions when ou 
the witness-stand. Suchthings. of course, cannot 
de tolerated. If it were so, the administration of 
jastice would simply be a farce. Weak parties would 
always be atthe mercy ofthe stronger. While I do 
not feel it to be my duty to inflict punishment which 
shall be vindictive, Ido feel it to be my duty in tris 
case to inflict such punishment as is calculated to 
prevent like occurrences. The judgment of the 
Court is that Mr. Tate be fined $10,000, to be 
collected out of any property that he may have sub- 
ject to execution. 

The announcement of the ruling created pro- 
found astovishment. It was received with a 
murmur of surprise, and the court was at once 
adjourned. 

The action was generally approved by the 

e, who are wig fA pean over the crime 
committed by Tate. e attorneys on the in- 
stant expressed decided surprise at the action 
of. Judge Burns, and the counsel for Tate were 
loud io their expressions. Ex-Gov. Baker said 
it was indelicate In him to say anything, but the 
fine must strike everybody as oppressiye. He 
thougut the action would be favorable to Tate, 
as be will be made to appear to the people as a 
persecuted man. 

The Hon. I. W. Hendricks said he had sup- 
posed the offense of Tate was a contempt 
against God Almigutv, but ft appears it was 
contempt against Judge Burns. 

Judge Gresham, for obvious reasons, declined 
to speak. Judge Hetler, of the Criminal Court, 
said the case pushed contempt proceedings to 
the farthest limits. Oue of the best criminal 
lawyers in the State, and one of the leading 
men at the bar, said that at first he thought the 
fine excessive, but sinte be had read the opinion 
of Judge Borns he had changed his mind, and 
did not believe the action would be distarbed 
by the Appellate Court in view of the circum- 
stances and wealth of the defendan'. He also 
said that many lawyers had altered their opin- 
ions after reading the judgment of the Court. 

The Hon. J. W. Gorden said he sbould a 
peal the case, and whatever might be the result 
the fine would be pardoned. He thus showed 
his ultimate reliance to be in BlueJeans Will- 


lams. 

So soon as the administrator of Love’s estate 
is appointed, suit will be entered against Tate 
for $100,000. Gen. Harrison has been retained 
for the prosectition of Tate. Gov. Hendricks 
declined an vugagement.

ASSASSINATION.

THE RAILBOADS. 
SHALL CHICAGO BEA WAY-sTa- 
TION? ) 


That railroad pools are directly antagonistic 
to the interests of the public can best be seen 
from the audacious manner in which the three 
Iowa pool lives loading trom this city to Omaha 
digcriminate at present against Chicago, which 
has made them what they are. ‘This pool has 
hitherto been considered a successful and equit- 
able one. It has been in existence longer than 
any other pool that .was evér organized, and it 
cannot be denied that it benefited the roads 
concerned in it. And because the roads have 


made money through the pool they are now re- 


luctant to give it up, and in order to maintain it 
aud put afew more dollars in their pockets they 
discriminate against the city which has made 
them the wealthy corporations that they are 
When the pool was first organized some six 
or seven years ago there was some excuse for 
forming it, and for some years the roads seemed 
anxious to guard the interests of this city. 
There were three lines which ran almost paral- 
lel to the same points. The competition be- 
tween these lines was 80 
make no money. By forming the pool and di- 
viding their earnings, there was no further need 
of this disastrous competition, and the rates 
could be maintained, The rates that were 
charged at first were not considered exorbitant, 
and consequen but little complaint was 
heard. They then but littic competition 
from roads leading to other points, and nearly 
all the business from Omaha and further west had 
to come to this city. But since then the 
situation has been changed. Not only 
have numerous competi lines been con- 
structed that lead around this city, but the 
three pooled lines have constructed branch after 
branch that leads into each other’s territory, 
while the agreement provides that they shall 
not do so. ‘This foreed-tne pooled lines not 
only to compete with their pew Southwestern 
rivals, but it forced them, in order to make 
these branches pav, to compete against each 
other. If the business from these branches 
went to Chieago, the profits arising toerefrom 
had to go into the pool, and to avoid this they 
commenced to take the business to Milwaukee, 
Peoria, Beardstown, Rock Island, and other 
points to which the ‘pooling arrangement 
does not apply. Then the Souathwest- 
ern cross-lines commenced to compete 
sharply for the Omaha business. As these 
reads were not hampered by pooling arrange- 
ment that prevented them trom cutting 
the rates, they took the business for anything 
they could get. Now would have been the 


time for the Chicagoroads to break the pool and 


compete with the Southwestern lines, and thus 


keep the business coming to Chicago. But 


they cared more [for their own selfish ends than 
lor the interest of this tv. For all they cared, 
Chicago, that had made them rich and power- 
ful, could go to grass 80 long as they could 
enrich :hemselves. They could not in justice 
to themselves let the Southwestern roads take 
their business, but at the same time they were 
not willing to br the pool and ive 
Chicago the same &ivantages of low 
rates that were enjoved by the points 
reached by the Wabash aud other Southwestern 
roads. Therefore, to keep the business from 
faliing into the bands of the Wabash and other 
Southwestern roads, they made low rates to out- 
side points on their roads that were not in the 
pool, and the consequence is that at present 
most of the business over the lowa pool lines 
goes to Milwaukee, Peoria, Toledo. St. Louis, 
and other pointy, instead of Chicago, which for- 
merly monopolized nearly all of this business. 
The majority of the pool lines do not deny that 
these are the facts, and that Chicago is outra- 
geously discriminated against. They say they 
would prefer to take the business to Chicago, be- 
cause it would be their interest to do so, getting 
thereby an increased mileage. But they had 
to take it to outside places in order 
to be enabled to com pete with 


other lines. When it is argued,in answer to 


this, that by breaking the pool all this would be 
changed and business could be taken to Chicago 
as cheap as to other points, they ficht shy of 
the question, and say they cannot break the 
pool because it works wellas far as the pas- 
senger business is 3 and puts money 
in their coffers. At the Vast meeting of the 
managers of the Iowa pool this question of dis- 
crimination against Chicago was brought up, 
but none of them would listen for a moment to 
break the pool and do justice to Chicago. The 
pool as now maintained is simply a farce, for 
the roads are competing as much against cach 
other as if uo pool was in existence. But by 
keeping it up ther are better enabled 
to outwit each other without detection, and 
more than make up for their decreased 
mile The way matters now stand there is 
not the least likelihood that Chicago will 
ever be treated fairly by its roads, unless our 
shippers arouse themselves from their letharey, 
and take such steps as will teach these grasp- 
ing corporations that it is bad policy to trifle 
with the interest of the public in order to ad- 
vance their own selfish ends, 

One would think that chese roads had learned 
enough from the enactment of Granger laws in 
the very States through which they run not to 


again arouse public indignation, and thus force » 


the passage of more stringent laws. 

The Southwestern Railway Association, that 
is, the pool of the roads leading from Chicago 
and St. Louis to the Missouri River polnts, 
though not working to the same extent against 
this city, is nevertheless doing considerable 
damage to its interests. When these roads 
compete, Chicago gets two-thirds of the busi- 
ness, but under the present arrangement St. 
Louis gets as much as Chicago. And, then, a 
great deal of business that would go to Chicago 
or St. Louis goes to Toledo by the Wabash, 
which has a peculiar knack in cutting rates. It 
is believed that this pool cannot be maintained 


longer than next January, when the present 


agreement expires, owing to the complications 
that have just arisen on accountof the union 
between the Wabash and the Missouri Pacific 
and St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern Rail- 
roads. and the intention 
to extend its road to this city and 
the extension of the Illinois Central to St. 
Louis. The completion of the Chicago & Alton 


“to Kansas City by next January will help to 


complicate the affairs of this pool still further. 
While Chicago is thus suffering from the dis- 
crimination practiced against it by its Western 
roads, an energetic attempt is just now made to 
bring about a pool of the Eastern roads, which, 
if consum mated, 
trously to our interests than the two Western 
pools combined. This pool was tried about a 
year ago, but after a short trial it ignominously 
failed. Now another attempt is being made to 
resurrect this same obnoxiouse pool. Ihe main 
cause of the failure of the first attempt to pool 
the East-bouud business was the arrangement 
to pool the tonnage instead of the earnings, 
as is done by the Western pools. |The objection 
to this arrangement can best be seen in the fact 
that a shipper is not allowed to select the road 
over which he desires to send his goods, but the 
Pool Commissioner gives the business to that 
road which is behind in its percentage of ton- 
nage. Thus, if a shipper has been giving his 
business to a line from which he was sure to get 
damages in case of loss, etc., without going to 
law, it is given to some line thal, if not entirely 
irresponsible, will throw every imaginable ob- 
stacle in the way of the collection of such dam- 
ages. It is wenerally held by the best lawyers 
that the railroads have no right to dictate to the 
shippers the line over which they must 
ship, and that the Courts would decide 
against such action u properly brought 
before them. Aside from this obnoxious fea- 
ture of the East-bound pool, the discrimination 
that will be made against this city will be still 
more flagrant than the practices by the lowa 
pool. From information received here yester- 
day, it appears that the negotiatious [or the 
formation of tbis pool have so far progressed 
that only a concession of 5 per cent is necessary 
on the part of the Pennsvivania Company's two 
lines, —-the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago 
and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis,—to 
make the arrangement an accomplished fact. It 
is said that Vanderbilt has agreed to accept the 
same percentages for the Michigr-: Central and 
Lake Shore & Micmgan Southern as 
they received under the former pool. This 
would give the Michigan Central 32 ber cent 
and the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 27 
per cent. The Baltimore & Ohio has reduced 
its figures from 20 per cent to 10 per cent. The 
The Pennsylvania Company's lines still insist 
upon 36 per cent. Now these percentages do 
nut include the business which the Michigan 
Central receives from the Chicago & Alton, 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific. and other roads 
at Joliet, or what the Lake Sbore & Michigan 
Southern receives from ite counections at 
Toledo, or the Springfield branch of the Balti- 
more & Ohio receiyes from the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy at Beardstown. The result of 
this would be that the Michigan Central would 
force as much of its business as nossible to 
Joliet, the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern to 
Toledo, ant the Baltimore & Olo 
to Besrdstown.

GAS AND OIL. 

Aid. Stauber introduced resolutions, which 
were passed, instructing the Law Department 
to report whether the Council has power to stop 
the use of gas in the streets and pubiic build- 
ings and substitute oil; also, whether it has 
power to regulate the price to be paid by private 
copsumers for gas: also, one making inquiry as 
to the cost of lighting with oil the streets in 
which the gas companies refuse to lay pipes. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The ordinance organizing the Department of 
Public Works was then taken up, and, as 
amended, was agreed upon section by section, 
in substance, as follows: 

It recognizes the Department of Public Works as 
existing as a department of the City Government 
since the adoption of the new charter, and organ- 
izes it as a department of the City Government, 
with certain powers and duties. The head of the 
Department is called the Commissioner of Public 
Works. His term of office is two years, commenc- 
ing Jan. 1. He is to be appointed by the Mayor, 
with the consent of the Council, and give a $50, 000 
bond. The Secretary is to be nominated by the 
Cow missioner, and appointed by the Mayor. with 
the consent of the Council, giving a $10, 000 bond. 
The Mayor, with the Commissioner's con- 
sent, is to appoint a City Engineer, who. 
with the Secretary, can be removed by 
the Commissioner. with the written consent 
of the Mayor. The Engineer's duty is to do ali 
the necessary civi] engineering, and get such pay 
as the Council may direct. Sub-departmeuis are 
coustituted as foilows: Water. Sewerage, Street, 
Engineer's, Map, and Special Assessment. The 
names indicate the particular duties devolving 
upon each. A Superintendent for each of these 
departments is to be appomted by the Commie- 
sioner, with the Mayor's consent, and may be re- 
moved by the Commissioner. with the written 
consent of the Mayor. The pay of each Saperin- 
tendent is to be fixed by the Conncil annaaily. 
These Superintendents are to appoint snch cierks, 
assistants, and employes as they may need, and 
the Commissioner may employ such other 
clerks, te., as he may deem necessary: 
but the number to be regularly employed 
by all of them is subject to the control 
of the Council. It is the duty of the Department 
to take charge of all streets, viaducts, engine- 
houses, market-placées, lamps, lights, sewers, the 
Water-Works, special assessments, river bridges, 
the erection of public buildings, etc., provided 
that nothing contained in the ordinance shal] be 
construed to repeal or conflict with the provisions 
of the ordinance creating the Department of Pub- 
lic Buildings. The Department has power to con- 
trol the use of the streets for the erection of tele- 
graph poles, the laying down of gas, water, and 
steam pipes, and the building of sewers. It is an- 
lawfui for any person to run a drain into the river, 
its branches, or any canal constructed under the 
city’s authority, without first getting 4 permit 
therefor. When any special assessment im- 
provement has been ordered, the assessment 
confirmed, and half the money cotlected, the De- 
partment can advertise for proposals for doing the 
work, though a contract oT be made before half 
the assessment is collected if authorized by a two- 
thirds vote of all the Aldermen elected. All bids 
must be accompanied by $200 in money or a cer- 
tifed check, to be forfeited in case the bidder 
should negiect or refuse to do the work. All con- 
tracts are to be awarded to tae lowest reliable 
and responsible bidder who has complied with the 
above regulation, and guarantees the performance 
of the work to the satisfaction of the Department; 
the contracted price, however, must not exceed the 
estimate or such other sum us Shall 
satisfactory to the Department.

There is something wrong in the whisky deal. 
The majority of distillers keep on quoting sales on 
the basis of $1.06 per gallon for highwines, while 
wines are offered elsewhere at $1.04, with report- 
ed sales now and then at that figure. 

There is now an admirable chance for the newly- 
formed Produce-Receivers’ Association to make 
itself really u.efal. ‘the odious discriminations 
against us in the matter of railroad freights should 
be taken up and handled without gloves. A 
standing premium of 4@6c per bu on the 
shipment of grain around this city, instead 
of to it, is an evil so great that it 
would require little effort to expose it, and show 
the absolute necessity ofa cure. The Board of 
Trade can scarcely be expected to take the initia- 
tive in the matter, but would undoubtedly take 
strong action if the matter were properly brought 
before it by the Association, whose members are all 
directly interested in exposing the monstrous evil 
and bringing it home to the men who are responsi - 
bie therefor. With a strong competition by the 
route to Europe down the Mississippi, our grain- 
receivers cannot much longer afford to watch idly 
the rail discriminations referred to, and the sooner 
they take hold vigorously the better. 

The leading produce markets were dull yester- 
day, and most of them lower. Too much 
stuff’ was the cry of those who essayed to give a 
reason for the general weakness, though the arga- 
ment is so well worn that it might be expected to 
have lost most of its force by thistime. Hogs 
were tame, bat not quoted materially lower, and 
provisions again yieldea to the pressure. Wheat 
was depressed by the fear of December unloading, 
though some of the knowing ones professed to be- 
lieve that the big fish are mostly out of the deal 
already, and are preparing for another 10, 000. 000 
deal when the market has declined low enough to 
make it worth their while totake hold. Corn and 
oats were heavy on spot, the premium over De- 
cember being killed by the further advance in 
freight rates. 

Jobbers of dry goods had nothing new to report. 
There was a moderate inquiry for staple and sea- 
eonable goods and notions at steady prices. Gro- 
ceries met with a Aberal inquiry for the season, 
and most lines were steady. New Orleans mo- 
lasses was 2c lower, and the quotations of rice were 
dropped a kc. There was a good demand for dried 
fruits and nuts. Fish were quiet, and, excepting 
a decline in bank codfish of 25c, were unchanged. 
Prices of butter and cheese remained without quo- 
table change. Oils were stdally. Coal and wood 
were dull. 

The lumber market was steady, the country de- 
mand continuing good, and the few cargoes in port 
sold readily. Wool was quiet and steady. Smal! 
orders are coming forward from Western manufac- 
turers, and the stock is gradualiy andergoing a re- 
duction. Broom-corn continues in good request, 
andsteady. Hides were unchanged, being steady un- 
der fair receipts, with a good demand from the East. 
Seeds were quiet, though thefe were a few sales of 
email lots to complete lake shipments. Green 
fruits were abundant and quiet. The street was 
well stocked with live and dressed poultry, which 
were dull and weak. The continuance of mild 
weather makes it necessary to sell the dressed 
poultry and game as soon as possible, and prices 
are irregular. 

Lake freights were moderately active and again 
stronger, at G@GXc for Wheat and 5X%@6ec for 
corn to Buffalo, in sympathy with the advance in 
railroad rates. Room was taken for 38, 000 bu 
wheat, 150,000 bu corn, and 17,000 bu oats.

‘  NULLIFICATION. 


Views of Prominent Business Bostonians as 
to the Attituge of the National Banks. 
Correspondence New York Graphic. 

Boston, Nov. 18.—Bécause the banks of this | 
city have unanimously indorsed the abttion of | 


the banks of New York respecting co-operation | 


with Secretary Sherman in the matter of re- 
sumption, and especially commending that por- 
tion of the New York resolutions demonetizing 
silver, tt does not follow that all the business 
men of Boston or of New England indorse that 
action. The banks of New York control the 
banks of the United States,—not including 
those of the Pacitic Coast, however,—and con- 
sequently they control the banks of Boston, 
just as the banks of this city control those of 
New Engiand. The Boston banks represent 
$50,000,000, which is twelve times less than the 
capital of the New York institutions, but is four 
times more than the capital of the Philadelphia 
banks. 

It is unnecessary for me to elaborate the 
statement that the men who run the National 


Banks of Boston are among the most conserva- 
tive of our citizens. They emphatically believe 
that gold and high-paying divideuds are best 
suited tothe wealthy, and that soup is eee 
enough forthe poor. In fact, these are re 
letter days, on Which State street is all agog 
with the music of the crisp coupon. During 
the past twelve months, at least $60,000,000 in 
eoupon interest has been paid here by the sev- 
eral banking, manufacturing, and miscellaneous 
stocks, while every well- regulated family has 
in its possession more or less coupons of Goy- 
ernment bonds. The holders of the fascinating 
coupon believe that silver coin is vulgar subter- 
fuge; but it so happens that there are other 
classes of people here, who not only outnum- 
ber but out-vote the ‘* privileged ciasses,’’ and 
who believe ina double standard for business 
purposes. 

‘laiking witha merchant whose business-re- 
lations are very extensive throughout the West, 
he said: I think the action of the banks with | 
reference to silver is highly outrageous; and it | 
corroborates the idea recentiy often expressed, 
that the National Banks, with the co-operation of 


Vanderbilt and a few other rien men, actually con- 


tro! the financia’ policy of this coun More 
than half of my outside customers believe ina) 
double standard, and want Lo see silver, as well 
as the greenback, fairly recognized as a part of 
the money of the realm. In this connection, 
the calling in of Government bonds bas been 
one of the causes of the present trouble. The 
Government itself is noting but a pack of 
brokers, because the Treasury Department is 
controlled by the speculators in gold aud 
bonds. 

Another merchant said: 11 believe we have 
too many National Banks in the country. Bos- 
ton alone has twice too mgny,—more than the 
city needs. Respecting the action of the banks 
towards the law of Congress remonctizing sil- 
ver, I have only this to say that the people de- 
mand that they shall have fair play. Behind 


the silver question is the great fact that there is 


a public wrong to redress. The banks have jor 
several years had possession of the yard-stick 
that measures 1 N by gold; but tue fact 
seems to be lost sight of by some persons that 
there was a yard-stick, the measure of which 
was called the double-standard, whea the peo- 
ple borrowed a tremendous amount of goods, 
to be paid in kind. The agreement of the bor- 
rowers was to restore the goods, yard for 2 
with a stipulated addition for use. We all 
know that this borrowing business was fearful 
from 1861 to 1873; that silver, as well as gold. 
was in use at "this time; and that the 
former had as much purchasing power as the 
latter. But, when silver was taken irom the 
stick, gold alone was left, aud therefore pay- 
ment was more difficult. Now, what I want 
aud what my customers want to see is the same 
old yard-stick, or there will be a fuss.“ 


* This unit of measurement was changed se- 


eretiy, under the counter, was it not?” I | 
asked. 

* Yes; and at the instance of this same gold 
power that now presumes to ignore the law of 
Congress remonetizing silver,”’ 

Toan ex-bank President I said: “Do you 
think there will be avy trouble about resump- | 
tion on the Ist day of January next!” 

“Well, that depends,” be replied. “I am 
afraid that the action of the New York banks 
in refusing to recognize the standard silver dol- 
lar as a part of the honest and legitimate mon- 
ey of the country, may make some trouble. 
It is from the West and the South, and 
even in some portions of New England, that 
trouble may be expected respecting the anti- 
silver action of the National Banks. Again, re- 
sumption not only means the possible payment 
of $350,000,000 of greenbacks in specie, but also 
the possible payment of the still larger amount 
of bank notes afloat. I believe it is in aecord- 
ance with the spirit as well as the letter of the 
Kesumption law that every depositor in a bank 


has a right, upon resumption, to draw his check | 


for gold aud silver. Secretary Sherman's inter- 
pretation of the law, that be is not obliged to re- 
deem a single greenback, to the contrary not- 
withstauding, the day of resumption should 


have been indefinitely postponed, or until silver 
and greenvacks could have been iuterchangeable 


with gold. The wav toe thing stands now, in 
the lucht of Mr. Snerman’s theory, about to be 


reduced to practice, is, that there will be one | 


kind of money for the rich and another kind for 
the poor.“ 

A merchant who has just returned from the 
West said: “Your inquiry, whether there will 
be plenty of money in the West upon resump- 
tion, is, of course, a leading question, and I am 
unable to answer it in view of the recent action 
of the New York Clearing-liouse Association. 
Were greenbaciss, and gold. and silver to eircu- 
late interchaugeably side by side, however, as 
it was suppused would be the case on resump- 
tion, there would certainly be money enough 
equal to the wancs of trade, and prosperous 
times ahead for this country would be the pro- 
gramme. But gold and silver must circulate at 
par along with the large volume of paper in 


order to render n a matter of fact.“ 


What course, if any, 2 5 suppose Con- 
gress will take towards the National Banks, in 
view of their attitude towards sitver?”’ 

„Wel,“ replied the merchant,—who, by the 

, sold $6,000, 000 worth of goods last year,— 

P. Nan t wonder if the members whe 
. in passing the Silver biil will get down on 
the National Banks if they should insist upon, 
attempting to ignore a law of Congress. I am 
pretty well acquainted with the temper of the 
average Western merchant and farmer, and, 
when I say that tne idea is rooted in their mind 
that the National Banks are a legalized monop- 
oly for the purpose of enriching the Eastern 
capitalist, 1 speak only a good deal of trutn. 
Tuese National Banks, you know, are tne crea- 
tion of Congress, and Congress may regulate 
them in the interest of silver,” 

Talking with other business men here, whose 
independency enables them to give free expres- 
sion of their opinion, the general conclusion is 
arrived at, that the National Banks have made 


a mistake in ignoring silver in the matter 
of resumption; and that resumption itself ex- 


clusiveiy on a gold basis will result in a failure, 
and may result in the ruin of the great interests 
of the country. But with remonetized silver, 
and its just gecognition in resumption, the in- 
dustries of the country will revive.

There 
were a plenty of detectives around at the time, 
and, although complaint was made at police head- 
quarters immediately after the robberies, the sup- 
posed thieves were not arrested. The presence of 
several pickpockets in the city has been known to 
the detectives, bat. beyond a warning, it has not 
transpired that anything has been done to rid the 
city of them. 


Some person has recently stolen a lot of 
blanks envelopes and a delivery -book belong- 
ing to the Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
yesteruay this individual began the delivery of 
bogus messages around town and collected con- 
siderable money. One message was to Nate Goud- 
win from San Francisco. charges $2. 32, --asking 
him what would be the expense of his taking his 
troupe to San Francisco and giving a two weeks’ 
entertainment. Another, purporting to come from 
New York, was addressed to Mc Vicker, and mad. 
some inquiry about theatrical matters. Another was 
to some lady atthe Tremont. Everything looked 
straight about these dispatches, so the receivers 
paid the charges without question, and the fraud 
might not have been discovered for some days but 
for the fact that the messages were signed with an 
initial only,—M. or 8.,—and that some of the re- 
cipients went over to the telegraph’ office to sec if 
they could get the full mame of the sender, the 
dispatches being a little biind without it, and 
there learned that they had been victimized. The 
total amountof collections thus far reported is 
$6. It is believed that the fellow will be arrested 
in @ day or 80.

Grand Jury for alleged complicity in the Castom-House 


frauds 1 deem it my duty to retire from the public 
service until I shall have vindicated myself iu a public 


trial. 

But, notwithstanding this, I feel that until I shal! 
have secured an norable acquittal from che 
charges preferred in the indictment: I shall myself 
be bampered in the discharge of my duties as County 
Commissioner, and that the presence of one arraigned 
for crime Will but add to the ill-will and distrust with 
which the public are led to look upon this body by the 
dally press. 

i therefore tender my resignation, to take effect on 
the first Monday of December. Very 1 

BURLING. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that the Board adjourn for 
fifteen minutes, and that a committce of five be 
appointed to consider the communication. The 
motion prevailed, and Messers. Fitzgerald, Boese, 
Bradley, Spofford, and Wheeler were appointed as 
said Committee. 

The Committee retired, and, after a few minutes’ 
absence, reported as follows. —the report evident- 
ly having been prepared in advance: 

Your Special Committee, to whom was referred the 
resignation of Commismoner Buriing, would earnestly 
recommend the adoption of the foliowing: 

Wugeras, A communication bas been received from 
Comnmissioper Edward pe tendering his resigna- 
tion as a member of this Board; and

sesolved, That, as a measure of public utility and as

doclines to receive the resignation of Mr. Burling, and 
requests his withdrawal of the same, and that this 
resolution be 6 upon the records of the Board. 


Further 

Resotved, That the resignation of Commissioner 
Burling be not accepted under any circumstances. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and Mr. 
Burling arose, with tears in his eyes, and returned 
his thanks for its many words of kindness. 

HARMS. 

A communication was read from John Forsythe. 
who was indicted with certain Commissioners a 
year or more ago, asking that the suit commenced 
against h m to recover 880, 000 be withdrawn. Re- 
ferred. 

Several bills were read and referred. and under 
the head of new business Mr, Fitzgerald submitted 
the following. to show that it was in the power of 
eight members of the Board to divert funds ap- 
propriated for one parpose to use in another direc- 
tion, the object sought being to pay Harms 
extras out of the General Fund: 

Sin: In reply to your verbal question, I have the 
honor to say that the power of the County Board over 
the General Fund, or the funds arising from the taxcs

The Board has the power to set aside any amount from 
the General Fund for the purpose of a Court- House 
Fund, all subject only to the vested richts of persons 
holding contracts with the county based on the levy of 
such General Fund, and the daty of the Board with 
reference to the paupers, the courts. and other depart- 
ments of the public service. Kespectfuily, 

M. R. M. WaLLace. County Attorney. 

Mr. Spofford contended that the opinion“ had 
no application, and amounted to nothing, and that 
the funds levied for one purpose could not be per- 
verted and used in another direction. 

Mr. Senne said the opinion was in confliet 
with a former opinion on the same subject. and it 
amounted to nothing, and decided that there was 
nothing before tae Board. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said the opinion was law. and 
the Treasurer would be compelled to honor any 
orders of the Board, and to pay money on its order 
from any fund. If he refused, it was in the power 
of the Doard toimpeach him. He went on in this 
strain at some lengih, proclaiming the power of ‘*We, 
the Commissioners, and threatening ail manner 
of dire vengeance if the Treasurer dared refuse to 
pay Harms or to obey the orders of the Board. 
whatever they. might be, and, scizing a copy of the 
statuter, he read therefrom to show that it would be 

‘* misconduct" op the part of that official to re- 
fuse to pay. 

Mr. Conly followed him in his ideas. and closed 
by moving that the Clerk be ordered to draw orders 
onthe Treasurer against the General Fund for 
$30, 739. 38 in favor of Harms. 

Mr. Senne refused to entertain the motion, on 
the ground that the County Architect had not certi- 
fied to the justice of the claim, and the Board 
could not pay any amount without bis certificate 
under the contract. In explaining his position, 
he said that the architect had suid there was only 
about $2,000 due Harms, and the records showed 
as much, and he suggested that the whole matter 
be referred to the Judiciary Committce. 

Mr. Conly appealed from the Chair, but, the 
Ring“ weakening, the Chair was sustained by a 
vote of 10 to 3. Those voting in the negative were 
Messrs. Cleary, Conly, Muiloy, Tabor, and 
Wheeler. 

After some further discussion, the whole subject 
was referred to the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Public Service, and the Board adjourned until 
to-morrow afternoon.

School-House. The whole matter was referred 
back to the Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
r further action. 

Mr. english, from the Committee on School 
Fund Property, reported adversely to the extend- 
ing of the lease of Rosalie Cavanna for two years, 
on the ground that the lease had not yet expired, 
and such extension was inexpedient at this time.
